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Ydeal Father 


EVEN THOUGH the fa- 
ther of the home receives far less at- 
tention than the mother, he is still a 
pretty important fellow to have 
around. While his chief function is 
that of earning the family’s livelihood, 
his importance in the home is actual- 
ly much greater. The perfect father 
is more than a bread winner and de- 
serves more attention than he re- 
ceives. In our search for a perfect fa- 
ther, whom we should like to hold up 
as a model on this Father’s Day, and 
who will represent all fathers, one of 
the best to be found is Abraham. It 
is doubtful that any father in the Bi- 
ble more perfectly fulfilled his paren- 
tal duties than this great patriarch. 
Not only was Abraham a great nat- 
ural father, but he is also lauded as a 
spiritual father. In the time of Christ, 
the Jews boasted that Abraham was 
their father. Not only did the Jews 
claim him as their father, but his 
name is also reverenced by the Chris- 
tians and the Mohammedans. 

Abraham was a good father because 
he wanted children. With all his heart 
Abraham longed for a son, and God 
gave him his heart’s desire. No man 
can fail to desire children and be a 
model father. No man can despise 
children and be a father worthy of the 
name. It is healthy for children to re- 
member that their father has loved 
them as much as their mother has, 
even though it has not been expressed 
in the same sentimental ways. A fa- 
ther’s love for his children is usually 
as strong and unwavering as that of 
the mother, even though it is not 
manifested to the child in the same 

anner. Your father delights in you 
much as your mother; he is grieved 
as much when you are sick; he is as 
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concerned for your happiness and 
well-being. He may not make all the 
fuss and bother over you that your 
mother does, and he may not lavish 
as much affection upon you as she 
does, but in his own way he stands 
aside and watches you with pride and 
with love. His silence is not an indica- 
tion of unconcern, for behind that 
silence there is watchfulness and con- 
cern far deeper than you could ever 
guess. His love for you is a father’s 
love, and you must not expect him to 
express it like a woman. 

“Abraham was a perfect father be- 
cause he did not share the mother’s 
prejudice. Oftentimes the mother will 
love her child with such passion that 
it excludes all others. A father’s love 
usually is a just love, which causes 
him to treat all his children equally 
and to see that justice is done not 
only among his children, but by his 
children with others. You may think 
that your father is much too stern, 
and far stricter on you than your 
mother. If you think this, you are pos- 
sibly right, for his sense of justice is 
not blinded by personal affection as 
easily as that of your mother. Still, 
it does not indicate that his love for 
you is any less than hers. It only in- 
dicates that a father can usually see 





the faults in his children much clear- 
er than a mother can. It is for this 
very reason that some of you may feel 
that your mother loves you better 
than your father does. In later years 
you will probably see that it is not so, 
but that their equal love was ex- 
pressed by the mother in a feminine 
way and the father in a masculine 
way. One excellent mother has stated 
it like this: “I am better to the chil- 
dren, but their father is better for 
them.” In later years you will appre- 
ciate the sternness and the justice of 
your father’s love. 

Abraham was a perfect father be- 
cause of his and Isaac’s comradeship. 
Nothing is more beautiful in the world 
than to see a father and his son or 
daughter who have become real pals. 
It seems to have been a natural thing 
for Abraham and Isaac to make jour- 
neys together. It did not seem the 
least bit unusual when they went to- 
gether to Mount Moriah. Your father 
finds great pleasure in taking long 
walks in the woods with you, answer- 
ing your questions, helping you with 
your homework, and discussing your 
problems. He likes to take you with 
him when he goes places, because he 
loves you and likes for you to be with 
him. Your comradeship with your fa- 
ther will be one of the greatest stays 
of your future life; therefore, you 
should take advantage of it and be 
with him as much as possible. Young 
fathers should do everything within 
their power to develop a sense of com- 
radeship with their children. No other 
pals are so. perfect as a father and 
his son, or even a father and his 
daughter. 

Abraham was a perfect father be- 
cause he had gained Isaac’s confi- 
dence. At no time on Mount Moriah 
did Isaac question the actions or in- 
structions of his father. He knew by 
experience that what his father said, 
was best. If you have not already 
learned it, you will learn someday that 
the advice of your father is usually

Thus we see the first home 
begun as recorded in the Bible. 

Home—what a great word this is! Present the word to 
the mind and it causes a series of memories to come 
alive upon the screen of life. What deep thoughts are 
associated with the word. As you think of home your 
mind may wander back to childhood. Home suggests the 
loving memory of the family as they sat together in 
years of long ago. With tender, loving care the mother 
attended the needs of baby or helped an older child with 
his school lessons for the next day. As the family gath- 
ered around the open fireplace after the evening meal, 
all gave rapt attention as one or another told of some 
happening of the day. The family Bible was a familiar 
book in the home and the family altar was a familiar 
> a scene. Security, peacefulness, and love were evident in 
the atmosphere, and it mattered not that wealth was 

By missing so long as love abided. Home is God’s great mas- 
MRS. terpiece. How we love to think of God as being the Head 
RUTH of the home. 
Anyone can build a house, but it takes God to create 
STARNES a home. It is not the wood or stone that makes a home, 
but the lives of those within. A home may be beautified 
by the wealth of this world, but if God is left out, it is 
an empty dwelling indeed. God uses the marriage bond 
as an emblem of Himself and His Church. All of this 
puts around the marriage altar a halo of glory. There 
is nothing in the marriage bonds about which to jest; 
marriage should be entered into with the guiding touc 
of God. 
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How LONG HAS the home been established? 
The archaeology of Bible lands carries us back far be- 
ond the time when man made any dwellings at all. No 
holar presumes to set a date for the first cave home. 
Possibly, thousands of years ago primitive man drove 
out prehistoric animals from caverns they had occupied, 
and there he set up his household. This was at a time 
when mind, art and industry were dawning upon hu- 
manity. The first tenants of caverns, along high wadies 
or streams, in the hill country of Palestine, used ham- 
mer-shaped stones for hammers and knife-shaped stones 
for knives. Later, using rounded stones on a larger stone, 
they ground the grain they were beginning to cultivate. 
The Old Testament speaks of no families living in caves 
except in emergency, as was the case in the story of Lot, 
or of Elijah’s flight to a cave on Mount Horeb, or of 
David’s hiding in the cave of Adullam. Once Palestine 
man had left his cave home, he returned to it only in 
time of seige or in the course of his own advance on en- 
emy territory. As soon as cave men, pursuing their hunt- 
ing in the plains of Palestine, discovered that grain was 
edible, they began to think of sowing fields and culti- 
vating seed for food. In order to keep a watchful eye on 
their precious crops, they emerged from damp caverns 
and erected shelters near their fields. In this way de- 
veloped some of the earliest shacks and shelters. 


Tents, as well as more stable types of homes, were used 
by early farmers and herders of flocks. “Houses of hair,” 
as desert folk call their tents, have always been a pic- 
turesque feature of Bible lands. Through the long years 
of Israel’s wanderings in an effort to win their place in 
the Promised Land, tribes under Moses’ leadership en- 
camped in the wilderness between stages in their trek 
from Egypt. Long after the Hebrew families had ceased 
to be roving herders and had begun to live in little ag- 
ricultural villages, they returned to their well-loved tents 
during summer harvest seasons. Some built tent-booths 
on their roof-tops for comfort. Delights of tent life re- 
vived deep memories of their racial experiences. 

The finest picture of tent life is that of Abraham the 
patriarch. Abraham, the traditional founder of the He- 
brew nation, had been born in a city of comfortable, 
well-built, two-storied houses in Ur of the Chaldees, on 
the Euphrates River. Try to get a vision of Abraham, 
this historic figure, living in the very sophisticated city, 
as he voluntarily became a wanderer for God. He was a 
sojourner by faith, dwelling in tents with Isaac and Ja- 
cob, for ‘he looked for a city which hath foundations, 
whose Builder and Maker is God! When Abraham set 
out on his religious quest, he pitched his tents and built 
his altars again and again as he became a very rich 
herdsman. 

The details of tent life include the favorite seat of the 
father at the tent door, his hospitality to strangers and 
the tasks of the women. Most of the activities of tent 
families go on outside the tent, except at night or at 
noon when they lay down for a nap. Long after the 
Hebrews had founded cities in which to dwell they con- 
tinued tent imagery in their religion and conversation. 
As late as Hezekiah’s time, this prophet ordered the 
priests and the Levites to give thanks and praise in the 
gates of the tents of the Lord. The Apostle Paul was a 
Gn of tent cloth. He worked at this trade to support 

lf while he preached the gospel of Christ. The 
goat’s-hair cloth was used for shoes, sails, mats, and vari- 
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ous coverings as well as for tents. 

The poorer families of Palestine lived in mud houses. 
Binding the brick by mixing straw with the clay is in- 
teresting because of its significance in the Bible story of 
the children of Israel in Egypt. There the Hebrews were 
compelled by Pharoah to make these bricks for his pub- 
lic-works projects. Thus the people were forced into 
slavery. 


STONE HOUSES WERE associated with Bi- 
ble lands. These were built in the mountains where 
stones of all sizes were plentiful for the family man who 
was willing to toil to raise walls which would house his 
family for generations. Even today stone houses of the 
best masonry adorn the hilltop town of Bethlehem. His- 
tory states the inn whose stable offered shelter to Jesus 
was made of stone. Many houses of Palestine are still 
built of small uncut field stones. 

Massive palaces, protected by bulwarks of masonry, ap- 
pealed to the imagination of the poorer people of Bible 
lands, even though they thought the palaces would be a 
burden to them, for they would have to pay taxes for 
their upkeep. The palace of Jerusalem was part of a 
complex group of buildings surrounding a court, leaving 
blank unrevealing walls to the street. The phrase “pal- 
ace of the king’s house” was the palace proper. To have 
this invaded by the king of Babylon, or to have its walls 
dissolved or its furnishings burned, summed up the fear 
of national defeat which haunted every Jew of that age. 


We see from these accounts that homes were made of 
different materials, but all alike housed the family that 
dwelt there. Man occupies the noblest and most ample 
section in the history of creation as revealed in Scripture. 
He occupies the central place as the object around which 
all else revolves. His pre-eminence is noted in the circum- 
stances attending his origin and the relation he bears 
to other orders of creation. The basis of man’s dignity 
is the fact of his being formed in the divine image of 
God and as the head of the earthly creation. Being in 
the image of God is the first attribute of human na- 
ture, revealing the peculiarity of man as a new thing in 
creation, distinguished from other creatures by bearing 
in himself the likeness of his Creator. 

The bringing of man into the world is the result of a 
special design. His name is man from the earth, his na- 
ture is that of a living and imortal soul and spirit. The 
human race in Adam was invested with supreme privilege 
over the lower creation. The first man was the repre- 
sentative of God upon earth. The earth yielded its se- 
crets to his knowledge, its fruits sprang from his culti- 
vation, and its inhabitants were consigned to his govern- 
ment. It is difficult to estimate the dignity of this priv- 
ilege. Much of our miseries within the human race are 
due to the forfeiture of this privilege by the fall of 
Adam. The history of science and civilization is the his- 
tory of the struggle of mankind to repair the loss. The 
Bible declares the second Head of Mankind shall restore 
to the race what it has lost through Adam. Romans 5:19, 
“For as by one man’s disobedience many were made sin- 
ners, so by the obedience of one shall many be made 
righteous.” 


THE FAMILY RELATION is the ordinance of 
God which lies at the foundation of all human society. 
By taking God into the sacred ordinance of marriage,

I have chosen for a text the best known verse of Scrip- 
ture in the entire Bible, John 3:16. It contains only 
twenty-five words. These words are so simple that even 
a child can understand them, yet so profound in depth 
that it would take all eternity to derive their meaning. 

Notice the words, “For God so loved the world.” That 
word so is, no doubt, the biggest little word in the Scrip- 
ture. Just how much did God love the world, and where 
did this love originate or have its origin? 

John the Beloved writing in 1 John 3:1 says, “Behold, 
what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons of God: therefore the 
world knoweth us not, because it knew him not.” I want 
you to notice John said “Behold.” He used the stop, look, 
and listen signal of the Bible. Wherever the word “behold” 
is used it calls special attention to something different, 
something unique. John had been writing about love all 
along, but it was the manner of this love that made John 
cry out “Behold what manner of love.” 

Let us look at the word “manner” just a few minutes. 
You remember the time Christ stilled the storm when he 
spoke the words “Peace be still.” The wind ceased its 
blowing and the waves became calm. In Luke 8:24-25, the 
disciples said one to another, “What manner of man is 
this?” What they were actually saying was, “What kind 
of a man is this that even the winds obey his voice?” 
This was something different from what they had ever 
witnessed before. 

The same was true of John when he thought about the 
love that originated in the heart of God the Father to 
cause Him to send His son Jesus into the world to give 
His life that we could be called the Sons of God. We, of 
all people, the ones that were ungodly. As I think about 
that, I think of the object of this great love.

it is elevated and hallowed afresh. The family is a fel- 
lowship in which parents and children share vital inter- 
ests and culture is developed in the community. Because 
of varied attacks, the home is going through a crisis. One 
event after another has beaten against the foundations 
guarding the institution of marriage and family life. The 
world has gone so mad over its new discoveries, inven- 
tions, colossal structures, and other accomplishments that 
it has neglected the most important thing in the world— 
human life. In the Old Testament, marriage is often used 
to symbolize the relation between God and His people. 
In the New Testament this teaching is brought out more 
emphatically. Ephesians 5:28-32, “So ought men to love 
their wives as their own bodies. He that loveth his wife 
loveth himself. For no man ever yet hated his own flesh; 
but nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the 
church: For we are members of his body, of his flesh, 
and of his bones. For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined unto his wife, 
and they two shall be one flesh. This is a great mystery: 
but I speak concerning Christ and the church.” 

The family is the situation most open to the presence 
and work of God. The home is where the first and most 
lasting impressions are made upon the child. The child 
can find God in the communion of family life better 
than anywhere else in the world. The child can learn of 
God more effectively from his parents than from any 
others. A parent’s obligations include the maintenance of 
children, their education, their preparation for life and 
nuture for the Lord. The precept of teaching the chil- 
dren the laws of God runs through the Old Testament 
and through the New Testament. Again and again it is 
enjoined upon parents to instruct their children concern- 
ing spiritual things as well as temporal things of life. 
Environment and inheritance mold a character. The 
home can provide the proper environment required for 
religious development of the young. 

“The home, first of all, is God’s theological seminary. 
It is here that He most fittingly and powerfully explains 
Himself. He takes the relationships of the home and 
makes them the tutor and teaches His own character and 
personality. ‘Like as a father pitieth his children .. .’ and 
we understand the pity of God in a father’s love, his 
easy forgiveness of our mischief, his constant daily pro- 
vision and the fact that his heart is a barometer indi- 
cating all the storms that touch our lives. ‘As one whom 
his mother comforteth, so will I comfort you...’ and 
through a mother’s compassion and undersianding we 
see better and understand the illimitable love of God. 
Christ sticketh closer than a brother, and it is true that 
through the unselfish, fraternal love of the household 
we understand that unquenchable love of Christ. ‘Hus- 
bands love your wives, even as Christ also loved the 
church and gave Himself for it.’ We should be able, 
through the experience of marriage, to come to an ap- 
preciation of the high relationship that Christ sustains to 
His church. To some this relationship thus becomes beau- 
tiful; to others it has become a chamber of horrors. You 
see that by domestic symbolisms God wishes to explain 
Himself. Therefore, when you destroy a home you destroy 
a theological seminary, a university in which the soul 
goes to school to God.”—Louis H. Evans. 
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No, it matters not if wealth or fame never comes to a 
home so long as love is there. Whether the house is built 
of wood, brick or mud, if God is recognized and wor- 


shipped, the home can be a taste of heaven on earth. It es 


is when God is left out that the homes ceases to be what 
it should. Mothers and fathers, let us stop and think for 
a while. Let us ask ourselves the question: Will my chil- 
dren look back to home as being what the name implies? 
Do I take the time out from the busy chores of everyday 
life to make my home what it should be? Does God have 
His rightful place in my home? The Lord will dwell in 
our homes if He is given the invitation. Let us be sure 
to recognize Him in all we undertake to do.

ners, Christ died for us.” God only saves sinners—the 
people who realize they are lost and need a Saviour. 
Jesus said in Luke 19:10, “For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which was lost.” That is the 
object of God’s love. To save us so we can be called the 
sons of God. (1 John 3:1.) 

I love to think of the time when this love was put into 
operation. We must realize that it was in the mind of 


God before the foundation of the world because Christ 


was the Lamb that was slain before the foundation of the 
world. Over nineteen hundred years ago, Jesus, God, Cre- 
ator, bade farewell to heaven’s beauty, laid aside the 
garments of the form of God and stepped from the bat- 
tlements of heaven. He came and took upon himself a 
human nature, was born a babe in a stable, and was 
laid in a manger. 

Listen to the word of God in Luke 2:7, “And she brought 
forth her firstborn son, and wrapped him in swaddling 
clothes, and laid him in a manger; because there was no 
room for them in the inn.” Remember this is the Cre- 
ator of the universe. In John 1:3 the Bible says, “All 
things were made by him; and without him was not any- 
thing made that was made.” 

Yet he was born in a stable and nursed at a human 
breast. He grew and waxed strong in spirit and was filled 
with wisdom. At the age of twelve years he went to the 
Temple and confounded the wise men of that day. For 
thirty years He probably worked with a hammer, saw, 
and other tools as a carpenter. He then began His min- 
istry which lasted only about three and a half years. 
When still a young man, he faced the cross, forsaken by 
all except the eleven. 

I can picture Him after the last supper as He went 
across the brook Kedron into the garden of Gethsemane 
and began to pray. He prayed until His sweat became as 
great drops of blood. As He prayed a cup came before 
Him. I know there has been a great deal said about 
what was in that cup, but it seems that it could have 
been only one thing—sin, yours and mine. Here, no 
doubt, is where God laid on Him the iniquity of us all. 
(Isaiah 53:6.) As the Saviour saw the cup and its con- 
tents He said in Matthew 26:39b, “O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as 
I will, but as thou wilt.” He then arose and found His 
disciples sleeping outside the garden. This was repeated 
and then He said in Matthew 26:42, “O my Father, if 
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this cup may not pass away from me, except I drink it, 
thy will be done.” Yes, He took the sins of the whole 
world upon Himself so that you and I might have life 
and have it more abundantly. 

See Him as He hanged upon the old rugged cross and 
darkness covered the land. Hear Him as He said, “I 
thirst.” One of them that stood near ran and wet a 
sponge with vinegar and put it on a reed and gave Him 
to drink. After this, poured forth those wonderful words, 
“It is finished,” and He bowed His head and gave up 
the ghost. 

All of this took place so that we might be reconciled to 
God. John 3:16, “For God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life.”

(EP) A special weekly report service 
called “Communism versus Religion” 
has been inaugurated by the United 
States Information Agency. 

The service will keep the informa- 
tion agency’s posts around the world 
alert to new developments in the con- 
tinuous Comm cam) against 
churches and religious observances. It 
will convey information obtained from 
reports by a. from Communist 
radio broad , and from newspa- 
pers, magazines and other periodicals 
published behind the Iron Curtain.

RELIGIOUS CENSUS BEING 
CONSIDERED FOR ’56 

The Census Bureau is considering a 
nation-wide survey of religious organ- 
izations next year. Bureau representa- 
tives met in Washington, D.C., with 
officials of the Association of the Sta- 
tisticlans of the American Religious 
Bodies to sound out the kind of coop- 
eration they might expect from the 


nation’s three major faiths. 

However, no final decision has been 
reached on asking Congress for the 
more than $1,000, that it is estimat- 
ed is needed to do the job. If under- 
taken, the census will be the fifth 
such of its kind, but the first since 
1936. Previous surveys were taken at 
ten-year intervals from 1906 a 
1936 as authorized by Congress in the 
basic Census law. In 1946, however, 
Congress failed to approve the $1,250,- 
000 requested. 

In New York, Dr. Benson Y. Landis, 
chairman of the Statisticians Associ- 
ation, said, “It is the sincere hope, as 
well as the e tation of many of- 
ficials of religious bodies” that the 
census can be made. He pointed out 
that the a compilations 
would be the only up-to-date pub- 
lished statistics based on a tabulation 
of reports from local gonqnepenons on 
organized religion in the U.S. It would 
also be the only published statistics 
gathered by anyone from those de- 
nominations so organized they do not, 
or cannot, gather figures from their 
own local congregations. 

In 1956 census would not be one of 
individuals, but of agencies, with the 
Bureau sending questionnaires to 
churches across the country asking 
for membership figures by age and 
sex. Dr. Landis, who is associate exe- 
cutive director of the Central Depart- 
ment of Research and Survey of the 
National Council of Churches, pointed 
out that it has been the historical 
policy of the Protestant churches to 
cooperate in such surveys. Dr. Landis 
is editor of the Year of American 
Churches, a National Council publica- 
tion which is the nation’s only com- 
pilation of statistics of all faiths. 

The Canton of Geneva, Switzerland, 
where Calvin preached the reforma- 
tion, now has almost as many Roman 
Catholics as Protestants. A census just 

ublished shows that there are 100,000 

otestants, 91,000 Catholics, 3,000 
Jews, 2,000 followers of other faiths, 
18,000 who declare themselves to be 
without religion.
